They were working with Glenn 
I Cook, 18, brother of Emmett, and

Fred Palm, 16, of Cline street, 
Columbus. All of the youths were

the barn. 
Three children, Jack, Robert and 
James Palm, were standing in the 
building. 
Roy in Middle Unhurt 
Glenn Cook was standing be­ 
tween the two young men who 
were killed. 
“The boys were not 
more than two or three feet from 
mo each way,” he said. 
“I didn’t feel a thing. 
We had 
just got in the last of the hay. 
The lightning sounded to me like a 
revolver report. 
I saw the three 
horses fall but I didn't see either 
of the boys fall. 
I thought at 
first they had run from the bam.” 
The bam is approximately IOO 
yards from the farm home.

M EW YORK State's constitutional con 


vention is now wrestling with the fa­ 


miliar problem o( what should, and what jn the crowd, again in big cities where tens 
should not, properly be placed in a consti­ 
tution. 
A specific point at issue is the 
outright prohibition of gambling through­ 
out the state. 
Those in favor of such a 
prohibition argue simply that gambling is 
not good for the people, that it is wrong 
in itself and that therefore the State should 
forbid it. 
Honest advocates on the other side 
argue that the constitution is not the place 
for legislation. Its purpose is to state basic 
principles and rights and to leave to legis­ 
latures the task of enacting sound law's to 
cover specific situations. When the people 
do not favor it wholeheartedly, they say, 
any strict prohibition is useless. 
It cannot 
be enforced. 
Furthermore, it stands in 
the 
way 
of necessary 
regulation 
and 
control. 
The 
prohibition 
and repeal 
amend­ 
ments to the federal Constitution taught 
us that the battle against an evil is not 
won when the wrong weapons are used 
or the right ones are applied too hastily. 
Education to create strong popular support 
for a reform often proves more effective 
than premature legislation. 


TRILLION.DOLLAR WAR 
■THE cost of another world war, according 
* 
to estimates of the War and Navy 
Department experts at Washington, w'ould 
be about 1,000 billion dollars, more than 
three times the cost of the last war. 
That 
would be for equipment, property damage 
and loss to industry. The figures are based 
on the assumption of another four-years’ 
war, involving all the major powers and 
many smaller ones. 
Doubtless any general conflict, with 
present means of destruction and with 
human stubbornness and folly probably 
greater than ever, would bankrupt this 
poor old world. For its computable wealth 
can’t add up to much more than a thousand

One case was of a dairym an w'ho 
felt all run down, went to a num ­ 
ber of doctors who made various 
diagnoses of heart trouble (myo­ 
carditis), etc., until at last one of 
them, because he was a dairym an, 
decided to try him on undulant 
fever vaccine, on which he prom pt­ 
ly cleared up.

worm. It is a fungus which invades 
the skin, often on the feet (col­ 
loquially called “athlete's foot” ). 
But It m ay be on the skin any­ 
where. 
Common sites are on the 
thigh 
(D obies itch), under

arm pits, between the fingers. 
Its 
treatm ent is either by drugs which 
kill the growth, such as W hit­ 
field’s ointm ent or salicylic acid, or 
by the use of the X-ray.

rates and he asked establishment 
of a minimum wage scale of 62-1-2 
cents an hour in plants which pro­ 
duce 94.2 percent of the nation’s 
steel. 
Murray, leader of the Commit­ 
tee 
of 
Industrial 
Organization 
drive to organize steel, appeared 
before a departm ent of labor hear­ 
ing seeking to establish minimum 
wages for steel companies which 
supply government contracts. 
The Walsh-Healey act compels 
companies holding 
contracts 
in­ 
volving $10,000 or more to estab­ 
lish a 40 hour week and to pay 
wages equal to prevailing scales 
in their industries. 
Murray said the 62-1-2 cent per 
hour wage scale for common labor 
already has 
been established in 
the greater part of the industry 
and asked th a t it be made uni­ 
versal for plants representing ap­ 
proximately 95 per cent of steel 
production,

It burst into flames in the 
air and came down behind the re­ 
viewing stand with its propeller 
still spinning. 
It struck the ground from an 
angle and cut a path through hu­ 
man bodies for more than 50 feet.
